Under the law in this state, if one 
fraudulently secures the release of a 
state prisoner, such an one shall, up­ 
on conviction, take the place of the 
prisoner released. 
In this instance, 
Isaacs had been sent up for life on 
a murder charge. 
Former Governor J. D. Sayers rec­ 
ommended the parole of Dent, hut 
under the state parole law he was, 
deprived of the benefit becaure of 
having been previously convicted and 
sent to the penitentiary. 
Governor 
Colquitt, however, found a way to ex­ 
tend clemency.

The slump in the cost of living 
urged by the Farmers* National con­ 
gress as a reason for its opposition 
to the pending reciprocity bill has 
teen a matter of disput In Chicago, 
although prices of retailers in some 
cases show declines 
In the cot of 
food. 
Meats are lower, 
althougn furni­ 
ture is to be advanced by the “fur­ 
niture trust." Comparisons 
of the 
prices this year with those of the 
same date in 1910 show a decline of 
3 to 5 cents in pork chops, 2 or 3 
cents in 
porterhouse steak, nearly 
IO cents in the price of butter and 
almost 40 per cent in the price of 
mutton and lamb. 
The Farmers* National 
congress, 
however, argued 
that 
the farmers 
would 
suffer 
from 
a 
reciprocity 
treaty and that they should not he 
made to do so because 
the abnor­ 
mal prices of 1910 do not now pre­ 
vail. 
“While wheat on the Illinois and 
Kansas farm 
is 
one-fourth 
lower 
than a year ago," the congress de­ 
clared, “the same loaf 
of bread is 
sold for 5 cents in Chicago. 
The 
prices of hogs on the Illinois and 
Kansas farms during the past thir­ 
ty days has been only 60 per cent of 
the price during the same period of 
1910, but the prices of meats to the 
city consumers are nearly as high 
now as th m. The farmer is not the 
one to strike at because of the high 
prices of food stuffs * to city 
con­ 
sumers." 
The economic reason for high re­ 
tail prices is attributed by some of 
the big merchants to another cause, 
as is shown by 
the announcement 
that another chain of retail stores, 
which may ultimately 
number 150.1 
is to be launched. 
The purpose is 
to reduce the ratio of delivery and 
overhead expenses by Increasing the 
volume of trade, and plenty of capi­ 
tal has been available for merchan­ 
dizing on the new lines.

New York, May 19.—To guard the 
lives and homes of millions of water 
birds about the whole continent, a 
force of some sixty wardens is today 
being organised at the headquarters 
of the National Association of Audu­ 
bon Societies in this city. 
Over the wild areas of many of the 
fifty-two national 
bird 
reservations 
stretch along the Pacific and Atlantic 
coasts, the Gulf of Mexico and the big 
inland lakes these men are soon to 
take up their lonely patrol to protect 
and care for their feathered charges. 
Recent reports from the reserves 
and other bird colonies that tl^e Audu­ 
bon workers have secured to ward ofT 
the threatened extinction of various 
species of water birds show that this 
year special vigilance will be required 
to defend the flocks that nest there 
from wholesale destruction 
at 
the 
hands of professional poachers. 
Far into Ute cypress swamps of 
Florida, Louisiana aud the Carolinas, 
where a few colonies of white heron 
still survive the slaughter for the 
millinery m arket that has already 
driven them from the upper regions 
of this country, it is planned this 
year to send an auxiliary force of 
wardens. 
Although slnte laws 
forbid 
the 
killing bf these most 
beautiful 
of 
birds, word has just been received at 
Audubon 
headquarters 
that organ 
ized gangs are seeking them out at 
their breeding grounds and butcher 
ing the mother birds for their aigrette 
plumes, while the young are left to 
starve. 
Special funds are today being raised 
to provide additional 
wardens 
to 
stand guard ever 
these 
remaining 
heron colonies. 
While the Audubon wardens may 
be called upon to cover ope hew na­ 
tional reservation at Clear la k e in 
Norther!! California, special arrange­ 
ments are being made for guarding 
Bird Island on Orange Lake, Florida, 
which has just been purchased as a 
bird sanctuary by the Mary Butcher 
Memorial fund. ' 
A great colony of ibis and herons 
is known to be nesting on this island 
refuge, where it Is reported that hun­ 
dreds of white herons have hereto­ 
fore been butchered by poachers to 
secure the “aigrettes?* for the millin­ 
ery market. Though two wardens in 
Florida have already been shot to 
death, a volunteer ha3 just offered 
his services for this post of danger. 
“Personal bravery and a knowledge 
of the habits of the birds are the re­ 
quisites in our selection of wardens,” 
said T. Gilbert Pearson, secretary of 
the Rational Association of Audubon 
Societies at its headquarters, 1974 
Broadway, today. 
“This year there will fall upon the 
shoulders of these men the gieatest 
burden that has ever been imposed 
on account of the high prices prevail­ 
ing ‘ in the feather market. 
We 
hope to be able to protect the mother 
heron, as well as other water birds, 
though we are obliged to raise spe­ 
cial funds for this purpose.

The delegates, alternates ani visit­ 
ors to the Missouri Federation ot Wo­ 
men’s Clubs *ere served with lunch* 
ean at the Baptist church Wednesday 
afternoon, and upon their return to 
the Christian church, Mrs. Shepard, 
the president, called the federation to 
order at 1:45, announcing that the 
first business was the report of the 
revision committee, to be given by 
Mrs. Henry N. Ess, of Kansas City. 
The delegates had been supplied 
with copies of the old constitution 
and by-laws, as well as printed slips 
containing the proposed changes, and 
each of the articles was taken up in 
turn for discussion. 
The first few changes were prompt­ 
ly accepted, but when it came to the 
Appointment of the heads of depart­ 
ment work, there seemed to be a mis­ 
understanding, caused by the word­ 
ing, which seemed to make it com­ 
pulsory for the clubs to take up all 
branches of the work, and particularly 
the new department of music. 
This matter was finally settled by 
striking out the conflicting terms, it 
having been explained that the state 
does not dictate to clubs as to what 
work they 3hall do. 
When it came to the section regard­ 
ing the allowance of funds to be made 
to the districts for the 
work, 
an 
amendment was offered making it 
compulsory for the state to return to 
the districts IO cents per capita of the 


25 cents per capita paid in for each 
member, and forthwith began a live­ 
ly discussion, Which lasted for an 
hour. 
Almost every phrase of this amend­ 
ment was brought under fire, 
and 
there were times when eight ladies 
were on the floor waiting for recog­ 
nition by the chair; but, to the credit 
of the women be it said, that there 
was no apparent bitterness. 
The motion was finally put and 
hopelessly lost, the vote against it 
being about five times that for It.

gas of Missouri, a resourse which act­ 
ually exists and has, in the last twen­ 
ty-two years, brought in many thous­ 
and dollars to the owners 
of 
the 
“wells,” it is dealt with in a bulletin 
issued today by Labor Commissioner 
J. C. A. Hiller, of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. The details are highly in­ 
teresting, chiefly so because very few 
Missourians, especially those living 
in the eastern part of the state, real 
ly knoW that Missouri actually has 
such a valuable resource. 
While it is true that the thirty-one 
“wells” which were operated in Mis­ 
souri in 1910 did not “flow” as freely 
as some wells did in Indiana in its 
palmy days as an oil and gas state, 
yet a “gusher,” equal to any in the 
world, may be struck at any moment 
either in Jackson, Bates, Cass, Ver 
non, Jasper or other counties in the 
Missouri gas belt, and bring in mil­ 
lions of dollars in a burry 
to the 
fortunate finder. 
The object of this bulletin is to 
inform the world that so extensive 
and wonderful are the resources of 
Missouri that even natural gas is 
found here, and in paying quantities, 
with the chance that a real “spouter 
may be tapped at any moment. While 
on thjs subject, it can also be stated 
that petroleum wells, with a fairly 
good flow, exist and are being oper­ 
ated in this same Missouri natural 
gas belt, but that topic will be ex 
tensively handled in a later bulletin 
of the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
Many Million Feet Supplied. 
According to the information Which 
has been collected 
by 
Supervising 
Statistician A. T. Edmonston, of the 
labor bureau, which is intended for 


how enormous this industry is be­ 
coming for these commo^ies, It is 
only necessary to state that in 1910

across the state, 
from 
the south 
west corner to Springfield, Sedalia 
Jefferson City, St. louis and ail the 
smaller cities

Clinton, Mo., May 13.—The liquor 
interests are starting their efforts to 
win back the dry local-option counties 
to the saloon. 
The first fight is on now in Henry 
County. There will be an election 
June 8 to decide whether the county 
shall continue its policy of keeping 
the saloon out or shall return to 
licensed saloons. 
Henry county, outside of Clinton, 
voted dry by a majority of 780 Nov­ 
ember 4, 1905. That meant the peo­ 
ple had forbidden the county court to 
issue a license to conduct a saloon 
in any part of the county, except 
Clinton, the county seat. 
The county court 'refused licenses 
in Clinton, as well as in the county, 
for a time.
